ever learned lo spell at all,.the•mult.iplicily'of tasks put upon 
lliem in after years has somehow crowded this knowledge out. 
Possibly this 'complaint is overdone. ''Most complaints arc! 
Occasionally impromptu spelling matches are .held-among 
people of these cesses, and'lh'e results are far from being dis- 
couraging. 
When a person •rims across a few cases of bad 


spelling, where he was not looking for it, he is likely lo as- 
sume at once lhal he has discovered what is'a common condi- 
tion. 
Bui such generalixations are dangerous. 
A larger 


knowledge may show lhal Ihe coiicl.usion was'formed from in- 
suflicienl data. 
At any rale, our educators are sure that Ihe 


case as regards spelling is not nearly so-bail ,:ls Ihe complain- 
ants have been making out. U'l's'hope that they are right. 
For (he opposite impression -is common. 
And in Ihe case_ol 


many parents, lhal impression is based upon experience wilh 
children, while with busijiess'men it is founded upon experi- 
ence wilh various girls who though! themselves competent for 
a business career.' The suggestion is'oflen made that children 
today depend loo much upon paper. They do their spelling 
upon paper, 
liul they do not hold words in the mind quite so 


lenaclously as.lhey did when paper was not quite so common. 
The older'praclice was to compe.l'pupilKTo'S)V|L'ir;while stand- 
ing oil their feel, ami lo keep on spelling so, wee); after week, 
nnlil all (he common words,,auclman.y, uncommon ones were 
fixed in Ihe mind in a fashion which will not allow of a failure 
of memory. 
We are all proud of our school system today. II 


is immensely ahead of lhal of the last generation. 
Liul every 


now and then, experience makes \\f long for some more good 
spellers. 
Not every writer of a cominunifiilion can he an 


editor.—Newhuryporl News.
